Dail cautioned that it is 
expected the pumping ex- 
periment will rapidly draw 
down water tables in the 
agriculutral lands which lie 
between Lake Okeechobee 
and the Everglades reser- 
voirs managed by the FCD 
in Palm Beach, Broward & 
Dade Counties. 

“It is possible there may “be 
some adverse effects to agri- 
cultural lands as a result of the 
draw-down,” Dail said. “The 
pumping stations are capable of 
pulling down the water level in 
agricultural area canals 2% feet 
in short order. 

It is anticipated that about 
seven days of around-the-clock 
pumping willbe necessary to 
provide adequate data in order 
to assess the effectiveness and 
cost of this method of transfer- 
ring Lake Okeechobee water. 

“However, if heavy rainfall 
occurs next week, the pumping 
‘experiment will have to be stop- 
ped or at least interrupted,” 
Dail said, “so that excess water 
from the farming area can be 
pumped north into the Lake.” 

The four pumping stations 
activated Monday are among 
the world’s largest. 

Station S-5A, located at 20 
Mile Bend on the West Palm 
Beach Canal, will start pump- 
ing water from the Lake into 
the northern end of Conserva- 
tion Area 1 in Palm Beach 
County. S-5A can move 2,400,-
